The ranchers of Irwindale are over- 


i joyed at the result of the test made 
Sunday of the Cypress Avenue Water 
Company's well, a steady flow of 150 
miner's inches of pure, cool water 
being secured. The test lasted seven 
hours and the water in the pipe was 
only lowered a little over six feet. 


The ranchers consider solved for all 


time the question of irrigation during 
drjr seasons. 
Until recent years they 


were entirely dependant upon their 
share of the flow of the San Gabriel 
River, a very uncertain quantity, the 
stream being always low during the 
months of August and September. 


J. F. Irwin was the pioneer in the 


field of water development in 'his 
district. 
Four years ago he sank a 


well on his property near the South- 
ern Pacific depot, installing a small 
gasolene plant, which he has since 
pumped to the full capacity of tlie 
pump without lowering the water in 
the well. 
The following year the 


Irwindale Ldnd and Water Company 
sunk a well on the Coffman 
place, 


securing 65 inches of water. The suc- 
cess secured by these parties lent 
encouragement to further development. 


Two years ago a number of ranchers 


owning 200 acres of land organized 
the Cypress Avenue Water Company, 
sinking a well on the Hostettler prop, 
erty on Cypress avenue. B. B. Brown 
of Lordsburg, a veteran well driller, 


permanent water supply 250 inches in 
one season. There is no limit to what 
can be developed, as aH the wells 
which have been sunk .show similar 
formation. 
There appears to be an 


immense strata of water-bearing gravel 
beneath all the territory known as 
Irwinda'.e. 


As a citrus fruit and berry growing 


section Irwindale now ranks among 
the best districts in Southern Califor- 
nia.

$11,000. 


This plant is worthy of special men- 


tion, it being one of the finest, in the 
southern part of the state. Thi well 
is 305 feet deep, a shaft being sunk to 
water, a distance of 175 feet. From 
this depth the- formation is a coarse 
water bearing gravel the entire dis- 
tance. 
The engine is a "Corliss" 


capable of developing 200-h.irse power, 
with 14x36 in. cylinder. 
The band 


wheel was -specially constructed for 
the plant, being 15 feet in diameter 
with a 17 in. face, weighing six tons. 
It will revolve at a rate of 82 revolu- 
tions per minute, giving a speed of 
820 revolutions to the pump. 
The 


high pressure boiler is 60 inches in 
diameter and 16 feet long, and con- 
tains sixty-two 3% in. tubes. 
The 


engine and boiler were manufactured 
by the Murray Iron Works of Burling- 
ton, Iowa, and installed by the Pacific 
Coast Manufacturing Company of 
Los Angeles, by their superintending 
engineer, T. S, Smith, and his success 
was shown in the preliminary test, 
when the machinery was run for seven 
hours without a warm bearing or the 
tightening of a nut. The engine house 
is a substantial concrete structure 
built by contractor Parker of Covina. 
The fuel reservoir is of concrete, with 
a capacity or 400 barrels of oil, and 
was built by J. R. Elliott. The entire 
work, from start to finish, was done 
unjler the personal supervision of the 
company's superintendent, E. F. Bad- 
ger. 


In anticipation of the test a number 


of ranchers assembled at the well Sun- 
day morning, and the pump was start- 
ed at 9 o'clock and ran continuously 
until 4 o'clock in the afternoon.

no time did the plant throw a stream 
of less than 140 inches, and at times 
160 inches were going through the 
measuring gate. The amount of water

Education alms to train the pupil to do three 


things—to earn a living, to support the institu- 
tion* of •ocletjr, and to enjoy the products of art 
and civilisation by the cultivation of the mind 
and taste. This standard requlres^of the elemen- 
tary school, first of all, to preserve the child In 
vigorous health. It calls for power of hand and 
eye to appreciate and make beautiful objects. 


Reading should teach not only how to read, hut 


also the reading habit. Arithmetic should be restricted to 
limits of probable utility for the average person. Geogra- 
phy should start with actual observation of phenomena. 
History should grow ont of myth and biography into the 
•lory of national life, and should trach the way liberties 
•were won. Mere memory should hold an Incidental and 
•nbordln.ite place. 


The power to tell a connected story and to trace the 


•(sequence of cause and effect should be the chief aim of 
recitation. Science should be training In observation, rea- 
soning and aroused curlo*lty. 


Promotion should lw frequent and irregular, with en- 


couragement and opportunity to bright scholars to skip the 
lower grades. 
Examinations should be a test of power 


insteail &f mere acquisition. 
Discipline should rest on 


freedom, assuming right Intentlncs -Hid appealing to reason 
and good will. This new curriculum Is at length theoret- 
ically accented. The difficulty is to got the teachers, for 
the new spirit requires knowledge and character years 
In advance of the pupil. A good teacher with a poor course 
Is better than n poor teacher with a good course. As It Is 
<o-day, tile public school Is vastly better than the elongated 
private kindergartens which eater- to the children of the 
rich. The American public high school emancipated from 
•narrow college domination (n the substance, yet Inspired 
'by college examinations In the quality of Its courses, is 
destined to play a leading part In making America the land 
of Intelligent workmen, loyal citizens, and happy people. 


A system which gives to the child the keys to the treas- 


ure house of the whole world, which opens the mystery 
of plant and animal, and tea and star; which watches for 
the bent of each child; which seeks for highly trained wom- 
en and men .s teachers; which goes behind the i-orms of 
words arid grasps detiiiis in thrir larger slgnlficanr-ps; which 
seeks to Inspire love of beauty and goodness iu each mem- 
ber of a class.

WHY WOMEN GET LOWER WAGES THAN MEN. 


Hfugtifrlfn, 
Lecturer Chicago Ethical Society. 


There are psychological reasons for the lower 


wages of women. In the world of outdoor labor 
woman is, comparatively speaking, still a novice, 
having but 
recently joined the ranks of 
the 


bread winners. 
Women do not take kindly to 


learning a trade thoroughly before seeking em- 
ployment, lacking business Judgment, they hes- 
itate to invest either the time or the money re- 
_| quired to master details. In fact, most women 


undertake a trade or a profession with no idea of making 
It their life work, but as only a temporary occupation— 
until something better turns up. This "something better" 
for the majority of women is marriage. Again, woman's 
nervous temperament stands In the way of her success as 
a colaborer w i t h or a competitor of man. To do prosaic- 
work steadily day In and day out requires stronger nerves 


the average woman Is favored with. 
Another reason

This result is bailed as an em- 


j phatic victory for Secretary Hay.

broader doctrine of the open door in 
Manchuria for tWo whole world. 


The ports to be opened are not yet 


specified, but it is supposed they are 
Moukden, the principal! port of Man- 
churia, and Ta Tung Kao, at the 
mouth of the Yalu river.

and from a trade point of view, the 
latter port is apt to prove the mure 
important, though the place 
is so 


little known that it is not to be found 


i on the latest maps. 
It lies on the 


right bank of the Yalu river, close to 
the Korean town. Weju, an important 
trade center, which will be tributary 
to the new port.

personal hand of President Roosevelt 
iu the forceful manner iu which .the 
United States has maintained its posi- 
tion in the imbroglio. • It is known 
that [Secretary Hay was iii constant 
touch with the president; that they 
acted iu concert, and that every step 
was taken with the knowledge of the 
president.

States Consul Miller at Niu Chwang, 
which thus far is the only open port 
in Manchuria, respecting the cotton 
goods trade of that province. 


He 'says that the great market for 


cotton goods in Manchuria ia attract- 
ing the earnest attention of Russian 
manufacturer* at Moscow. They are 
seeking to capture a good share of the 
$12,180,000 worth of 
cotton 
goods 


trade that annually 
comes through 


this port and are offering most tempt- 
ing inducements to merchants *o go 
to Moscow to purchase their supplies. 
The consul refers to u dispatch to the 
minister at Peking, 
in which the 


latter mentioned that, a Russian agent 
bad taken a number of merchants to 
Moscow to make a contract for the 
importation of the drill*, imitating 
American products. The consul re- 
ports the return o! these merchants to 
Niu Chwang because the. drills were 
not quite up to the American standard 
iu quality.

on -.he train escaped injury or shock. 
A special train with 
surgeons on 


board conveyed the wounded to Rlue- 
fleld, where they were placed in a 
hospital. It is not known what caused 
the explosion.

American charge at St. Petersburg, 
who was given the difficult task^of in- 
quiring of the Russian government as 
to its attitude with respect to the 
petition of the Jews. 
It is believed 


that this will end the matter and that 
no further steps will be taken by this 
government to bring the views of the 
petitioners to the attention of Russia, 
although no consideration has 
yet 


been givcm by the president as to the 
course to ba pursued iu the light of 
Russia's response to our inquiry. 


The reply that Russia would make 


to all suggest ions on the subject of 
the Kisheuev massacre was forecasted 
very clearly some weeks ago in an 
authorized statement/when the public 
was definitely informed that Russia 
regarded the affair as an 
internal 


matter as to which she, in the exer- 
cise of her own sovereignty, 
must 


refuse to receive suggestions from any 
other government or outside source.

dogs and other "live stock." The hus- 
band niny have some trade which be 
follows during the day, but at menl- 
tttnes and when night cornea he returns 
to the bosom of his family and yours. 
It would be considered downright In- 
humanity to refuse them food nnd shel- 
ter, and not a servant In Ecuador 
would work for so mean a mnster or 
mistress. 
The children of your cook 


may be utilized for light services, such 
as running errands, weeding the gar- 
den and tending the baby, but the nu- 
merous brood is apt to be "light finger- 
ed" and certain to be lousy, dirty and 
probably diseased. 
There Is no help 


for It, however, because "el ccstumbre" 
has decreed that for every servant you 
hire you must expect at least a dozen 
extra mouths to feed. 


Nor Is this the worst of It. Occasion- 


ally the cook's relatives from another 
village couiR to pny her a visit of a fort- 
night or two—lasting fis long ns you 
will tolerate It—men, women and chil- 
dren, bringing more dogs, p!gs, chick 
ens, etc.. to be housed nnd fed. Fortu- 
nately, they nro not accustomed to 
"downy beds r,f ense" or stimptuotiM 
living, 
but 
consider themselves 
In 


clover 
If 
plentifully 
supplied with 


beans, corn meal and potato soup, and 
will sleep contentedly on the stones of 
the patio or the straw of the stable. 
The danger Is that some of the stranger 
hangers on may not be as honest as 
the cook herself Is supposed to be, and 
cases are known where thieves and 
even murderers thus gained admission 
to tho inside of the casa with, disas- 
trous results.—r>!iil!i<Mi>ld» Tlworrt.

fruit industry was a profitable one 
was decided by a vote of tho state 
board of trade at its last meeting as 
the result of careful study of the fruit 
industry conditions of this state. 


J. A. Filcher reported at the meet- 


ing that California's hay crop this 
year, 
though somewhat 
below the 


average in quantity, is far above the 
usual output in quality. The weather 
during June 
was favorable to the 


maturing of crops, despite the hot 
days. Apricots and walnuts, which 
promised but half crops at the end 
of May, have turned out far better 
than expected. 


The fruit crop on the whole, accord- 


ing to Secretary Filcher, is not up to 
the average iu the amount of output, 
but -is superior in 
quality and is 


bringing good prices. Beans, hops, 
sugar beets and other common vege- 
tables are uniformly reported to be 
turning out 
fluely. 
Grapes 
also 


promise a big yield. 


So far the labor supply in the fiuit 


districts has been adequate for. present 
demands. In nearly every locality, 
however, there is apprehension of u 
shortage late-.

The estimates of the duration of thla 
supply must be revised 
If the new 


fields are as extensive and productive 
us the early predictions indicate. One. 
of the dispatches announcing the find 
says that it is estimated that the de- 
posits will furnish anthracite to the 
world for twenty years. 


In Roberts' "Anthrnclte Conl Indus- 


try," a valuable and Informing work, 
published In 1001, several estimates of 
the probable continuance of the anthra- 
cite coal fields of Pennsylvania are 
presented, as computed by mining en- 
gineers. 
According to the forecasts 


ef these authorities the supply will 
last from eighty to 100 years if the 
annual production be 00,000,000 tons. 
The total number of tons mined from 
1820 to 1000 inclusive was 1,197,700,- 
181 tons. 
It is estimated that four 


times as much Is still in the bods. 


The author notes that all the terri- 


tory embracing the anthracite 
coal 


fields was purchased by the govern- 
ment from the Indians. 
In 1749 a 


section 125 miles •ioug and 30 miles 
wide, comprising all of Dauphin and 
Schuylkill counties and parts of North- 
umberland, Columbia, Luzerne, North- 
ampton, Monroe and Pike counties, 
was bought from the Indians for the 
paltry sum of $2,500. 
Mr. Roberts 


continues: 


"To-day an acre of coal land con- 


taining three feet of workable coal 
will command from $500 to $600, while 
a building lot in the city of Wiikcs- 
barre on one of its busy thorough- 
fares will command more than $20,- 
000. 
In 17(58 a similar purchase of 


the Wyoming valley was effected and 
the price paid the Indians was about 
the same. Dr. Throop says in his 
'Fifty Years in Scranton' that in 1774 
land wos sold in the neighborhood of 
Scranton for 4 cents an acre; In 1884 
the same land could not be bought for 
$3,000 an acre."

• posed to the Crtrus Union has been 
tilling this correspondent 
with

air. 
No one will deny that the men 


who compose the Citrus Union would 
like to see every grower in Southern. 
California come into the combination. ' n<r 
Not for the purpose of unduly 
and 


they have been meekly submitting to 
ft packer's charge of SO cents per bo*; 
but now when the Union proposes a 
charsre of 39-1-2 cents we are asked to 
believe that these 
independendent 


growers immediately jump in to build 
a packing house to save 4 1-2 cents 
and incidentally "resist the Citrus 
Union." 


In this connection it is significant 


that Mr. Ruhlman of New York and 
Mr. Weinnert of Philadelphia, two of 
the largest commission men in the 
East, made special trips to this coast, 
urging growers to remain outside the 
Union. Mr. Ruhlman's commission 
for selling is seven per cent, or, on the 
basis of $3.00 a box in New York, the 
commission would be 21 cents or 
f76.02 on a standard car of 362 boxes. 


In view of the fact that the growing 


crop is likely to reach the enormous 
proportions of 30,000 cars, is it any 
wonder that these representative com- 
mission men thought it of sufficient 
interest to cross the continent and try 
to hold the growers, at least a respect- 
able minority, in line for the commis- 
sion business? 


If there is any fight on, it is between 


the Citrus Union, which proposes— 
and in order to market at 39',4 cents 
MUST eliminate the commission man— 
and these same commission men who 
fatten on the big slice they get out of 
the increasing shipments of California 
citrus fruit. 
As stated by Mr. Naftz- 


gcr in his address here recently, such 
opposition was expected, but it is not 
fair to characterize the building of a 
large packing house here in which is 
seen the hand of the commission man, 
as an organized effort of "independent 
growers'] to save ^ cents and "resist 
the Union." The intelligent growers 
of Highland refuse to believe such a 
statement. 
There is no war—other 


:han a war 
of 
ideas—between 
the 


growers of the Citrus Union and the 
so-cailed independent growers. Doubt- 
ess there are malcontents who, Samp- 
son-like, would pull down the entire 
tructure and go down with the wreck 
n order to compass the disruption of 
the Union and say, "I told you so!" 
But these are a very small part of the 
minority called independent growers.

the control of distribution and sale 
should be under one head. That no 
market should be swamped with ten 
or 50 cars of oranges when three or 30 
would be a liberal supply. 


There has never been a time in the 


history of citrus fruit growing in 
Southern California when there was 
such imperative need of growers (or 
growers and shippers if you please) 
standing together, as now. 
Our own 


rapiiiiy increasing output is a serious 
problem, to- say nothing of Florida, 
Mexico, Porto Rico and the importa- 
tions from the Mediterranean shores. 
The proposition has resolved itself 
into this: We believe we may stand 
together and succeed; we know we 
may stand apart and fail. 
No one 


knows this better tnan the so-called 
independent grower; but something 
in 
the organization of the Citrus 


Union doesn't suit him. 
The chances 


are it could not possibly be made to 
suit him. Perhaps he staid on the 
the outside during the life of the Ex 
change movement, and succeeded h 
doing better and getting quicker re 
urns than did the 
members of the 


Exchange. 
Perhaps he thinks he 


can do so yet. That is his undoubted 
right, und the talk about the Citrus 
Jiiion trying to "keep him out of the 
ield" is the veriest rot. How could 
the Union keep him out of the held if 
so desired? The transportation com- 
panies are bound to take his fruit on 
the same terms and conditions as the 
Jiiiou 
fruit. 
The 
markets of the 


United States—congested and demor- 
alized by indiscrimate shipments—are 
his. 
Every town large 
enough 
to 


take a car load of fruit has its com- 
mission merchant who 
will sell his 


fruit, pocket tnc commission and re- 
turn the balance, or promptly draw 
on him for enough to pay the freight. 
The Union cannot change these con- 
ditions if it would. They are guaran- 
teed rights. 


According to this correspondent, 


who sniffs the battle afar, "the pro- 
nolers claim that with proper man- 
agement oranges can 
be packed for 


->5 cents per box." 
Undoubtedly this 


is true; but on top of p icking charges 
come cost of selling- in the East (from 
5 to 7 per cent, or in the neighborhood 
of 20 cents per box) and cost of return 
remittance. The Citrus Union charge 
uf M 1-2 cents covers all these charges 


shrewd, intelligent men who, we be- 
lieve, are deterred from casting their 
lot with their fellow growers solely by 
the belief that the majority tied up in 
in the Union, a small minority may be 
able to make belter terms outside.

Once every two weeks the perches 


are removed and cleaned

lime three parts and sulphur one part 
Is thrown into the air up to the roof, 
the windows being closed, until the 
atmosphere inaide the house is filled 
with it. With a house thoroughly 
infested with mites, this treatment 
should be given at least once a week 
until it is free from theui.

days, while its greasy qualities stay 
much longer aud kill any mites that 
may come in contact ..with it.

nests both inside and outside, should 
be painted with this occasionally.

crude petroleum cannot be used, kero- 
sene will answer the 
purpose, but 


evaporates quickly and therefore is 
not as lasting.

Just as we congratulate ourselves 


over the increased milk flow from 
good pastures the flies hatch out and 
hunt up the cattle for breakfast and 
lodging. What aro you going to do 
about it? Just let old Brindle stamp 
and switch and slam her head around? 
Well, if she is lively, this procedure 
will keep the flies busy, but it will 
take a lot of milk to do it. 
Milk is 


the most expensive fly repellant you 
can invest in. Some dairymen keep 
their cows in a darkened stable—flies 
are afraid of the dark—and allow the 
cattle to graze at night. This means 
a special stable equipment and more 
or less feeding. 
We have b^en fairly 


successful with 
different 
spraying 


mixtures, a gallon of keiosoue to a 
quart of Hsu oil with au ounce of car- 
bolic acid added being the cheapest 
aud most effective. It should be put 
on in the morning with a 50 cent hand 
sprayer, and to bo completely off ac- 
tive should be applied daily. Many 
flies can be killed in the process [of 
spraying, and after a few days' appli- 
cation tho cattle will feed quietly in 
tho heat ot tho day during the fly-pest 
mouths, without any worry whatever. 
The fruit men havo found that there 
is no profit in thoir business without 
spraying 
and 
the 
energetic 
and 


thrifty dairyman must join the pro- 
cession. Let us spray.—Rural World.

New Fertilizer 
Law. 


The new fertilizer law sec.ired by As- 


sembly manjohnstone of this district at 
the last session of the legislature went 
into ofTrct HIP 1st of July. Its object 
is to provide the purchaser of commer- 
cial fertilizer* with all the information 
concerning the various brands which 
may be presented to him, that may be 
necessary to enable him to make an 
intelligent selection of 
the material 


desired. 
To this end the law requires 


that every pared or package of com- 
mercial fertilizer or material used for 
mantirial purposes (excepting-the dung 
of domestic animals) that is sold or of- 
fered for sale «tt a price 
exceeding 


fK.W shall be accompanied by a plain- 
ly printed labei bearing the requisite 
information. 
The information is first 


of all filed by the manufacturers or 
dealer, under oath, with the director 
of the experiment station in the form 
of an affidavit setting forth the com- 
position of fertilisers to be sold by him 
i;.; t.hc state. 


When this affidavit has been filed and 


is accompanied by the necessary license 


fee, the secretary of the Hoard of Re- 
gents will issue to such manufacturers 
or dealer a "Certificate of Registra- 
tion," bearing a certain number. . . . 
It is to be noted that the law has to do 
with both the percentage of phosphoric 
acid, nitrogeu and potash in the fetil- 
izer, and the source from which the 
several materials are derived. 
The 


manufacturer must state in his affida- 
vit, and on the label attached to his 
fertilizer, whether the nitrogen pres- 
ent i» derived from nitrate of soda, 
dried blood, fish scrap, tankage, bird 
guano, etc., and similarly with refer- 
ence, to both potash and phosphoric 
acid. . . .
